Office by CARLETON YOUNG who claims it to be identical to the Vt) 

book he previously wrote for Miss BROWN, entitled PARTIAL *— 

PAYMENT. He stated the publisher. Western Islands, is a John . 

Birch Society publishing company. Moreover, th£ book' was Ai 

published without his knowledge or consent and he is currently |jf 
seeking some sort of financial redress from the John Birch 
Society. He stated he has been in touch with JOHN ROUSSELOT, M 

Western Director, John Birch Society, who maintains headquarters M 
in San Marino, California. YOUNG stated he at one time had high ™ 
esteem for ROUSSELOT, but this attitude on his part was recently yl 
dispelled because of the short treatment he received from s'* 

ROUSSELOT in connection with the book I TESTIFY. ROUSSELOT /y 
told YOUNG he would be unable to assist him in any way and alL^-j 
inquiries concerning the book and its publishers should be 
directed to ROBERT WELCH, John Birch Society, Belmont, Massachusetts 


YOUNG had previously entertained the idea of entering 
into.a 50-50 proposition with JULIA BROWN on not only the sale 
of the book but on motion picture, television and newspaper 
proceeds, if any, but BROWN had told him on more than one occasion 
that she did not feel that a 50-50 percentage was fair to her. 


and accordingly, would not enter into j^j^such agreement with 


him. 
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YOUNG noted that the book is, with the exception 
of two missing chapters, identical with the book he had 
previously written with the possible exception of a minor 
change here and there within the body of the publication. It 
should be noted that on page V, paragraph 4, BROWN expresses 
her love and appreciation to NOEL and CARLETON YOUNG, "without 
whose help this book would hot have been written". YOUNG 
stated he is going to make every effort to have this sentence 
deleted from all future copies of the book. 

YOUNG, who has been in touch with the Los Angeles 
Division on many occasions in the past, is as the Bureau is 
aware, a character actor who has appeared in some 300 feature 
motion pictures. Whenever he works in the motion picture 
industry, he commands a salary of $1,500 per week. It should 
be noted he has not worked in some time now. He is somewhat 
embittered over the treatment he has received at the hands of 
BROWN in connection with this publication which he worked on 
for a number of months. He stated he will make available to 
this Bureau copies of correspondence which he contemplates 
writing for the information and completion of the Bureau's files 
in this matter, even though he is well aware of the fact that 
the Bureau no longer has an interest in the informant. 

YOUNG does not know the present whereabouts of former 
informant BROWN, but last heard she is on a speaking engagement 
for the American Opinion Speakers Bureau, a John Birch Society 
sponsored speaking organization. 

Mr. YOUNG was thanked for making the publication 
available to this office.

On 11/21/66, Mr. WELCH responded by stating in brief that^X^ 
he had no reason to doubt that the book was indeed prepared by ■ u 
Mrs. BROWN although it was likely that she had some professional 
help in writing the book, and it was generally believed that the 
resultent publication of the book was an arrangement between 
Mrs.--BROWN and her collaborator. In essence, Mr. WELCH told 
Mr. YOUNG that this was a matter for YOUNG and Mrs. BROWN to settle 
between themselves. Mr. WELCH also extended an invitation to 
Mr. YOUNG to write one or more books for Western Islands which 
appears to be an organization that is part and parcel of the 
John Birch Society. Mr. WELCH told Mr. YOUNG that he would be 
sending him by separate cover some books published by Western 
Islands. A copy of Mr. WELCH'S letter is also being attached 
hereto. ^ , 2 /a^ rf 
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Mr. YOUNG advised that he will do his best to secure 
just compensation for his writing efforts from Western Islands 
and did not anticipate any court action at this time, although 
he is certainly considering this means of enforcing his request 
but only as a last resort. 

During the course of the conversation with Mr. 

YOUNG, brief mention was made of his use of the name JOHN HEED 
KING in the book and the possibility that he may have meant 
JOHN REED, a pioneer member of the American Communist Party. 

Mr. YOUNG stated he would research the name, but feels quite 
sure that it is possible that he made a mistake in this name, 
for he is certain he meant to use the name of JOHN REED.

Dear Mr. Young: 

On my return from speaking engagements in California and Alaska I 
find your letter of November 8 in one of the huge piles of correspondence 
on my desk, waiting for my personal attention. So I hope you will forgive 
the delay in this reply. 

The manuscript of I TESTIFY, by Julia Brown, was submitted to us by 
Mrs. Brown as her property. Since it was an autobiography, which 
clearly dealt factually with events of her life in a first-person narra¬ 
tive, we had no reason to doubt that it was her book. That she undoubted¬ 
ly had had some professional help in the writing of the book must have 
seemed likely to our editor, Mr. Leslie Smith, who handled it.' But if 
■so, he undoubtedly also assumed, and we believe had every right to 
assume, that this was entirely a matter of arrangement between Mrs. 
Brown and her collaborator. Unfortunately, Mr. Smith is no longer 
one of our book editors -- he left us in September to finish preparing 
for the ministry -- so we cannot check what discussions he may have 
had with Mrs. Brown, if any tpok place. 

We still feel, therefore, that this is entirely a matter for you and Mrs. 
Brown to settle between yourselves. If you do wish to enter into any 
further correspondence directly with ourselves about this matter, I 
would suggest your writing to Mr. Douglas Morse, another book editor 
of Western Islands, to whom lam sending through this correspondence, 
and assigning all further responsibility concerning it. 

My reason for first writing you myself, instead of sending this on to 
Mr. Morse at once, is that I wanted to talk to you about another subject, 
and the above explanatory paragraphs seemed necessary as a preface. 

For, while I simply have not been able to spare the time to read I 
TESTIFY completely or carefully, I have browsed through enough of 
the published volume to recognize some excellent, interesting, and ef¬ 
fective writing. And we are on the constant lookout for writers who can 
present various subjects from a conservative, or even a strictly and

honestly objective, point of view. If you can give us satisfactory evidence, 
therefore, or if our good friend, Julia Brown, will confirm and admit, that you 
actually did do a preponderant part of the writing of I TESTIFY, and if you have 
any interest in writing one or more books for Western Islands on the usual 
royalty basis, I can assure you that this will be met by a reciprocal interest on 
our part. 


I am having mailed to you, under separate cover with our compliments, both a 
hardbound edition and a pockets ize paper bound edition, each, of G. Edward 
Griffin's The Fearful Master and Alan Stang's It's Very Simple . Both of these 
books were written to order for us, and we are proud of the results -- as to 
editorial contents, physical appearance, and continuing sales. We are also 
sending you a copy of Holmes Alexander's The Equivocal Men , as a sample of 
one of our books which was not written specifically for Western Islands at all, 
but which was simply accepted and published by us when submitted in the usual 
way. 

If you have any interest in joining our team of writers, on either a part-time 
or full-time basis, now or later, we should be glad to hear from you again.

Praising the fine work of the 
Committee on Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and the Committee 
on Internal Security of the Sen¬ 
ate. she indicated the outbursts 
t^agaisl the findings of these 
two groups were Communist at¬ 
tempts to discredit fhem. 

Mrs. Brown, for nine years 
an undercover agent for the 
FBI in Cleveland, was speaking 
from her persona 1 experiences. 
For nine months before becom¬ 
ing an agent she had been a 
card - carrying Communist. 
! While an active member of that 


Mrs. Brown declared that 
Communism is an atheistic doc¬ 
trine, the antithesis of God’s 
will. We are engaged in a bit¬ 
ter struggle against it — a hot 
war, not a cold one, she said. 

"We shall destroy Commun¬ 
ism or be destroyed by Com¬ 
munism," she said. 

She said that no Communist 
is a free agent, he is on call 
24 hours a day, under orders 
from the International with 
headquarters in the Kremlin. 

Site told how all Communists 
arc told to support Communist 
Front organizations. 

Many people who are 
members of the front or¬ 
ganizations do rot know that 
they are communist, she said. 

She related how nothing is 
free from Communist infiltra¬ 
tion. In 1959, she said, the Com¬ 
munists were instructed to 


move into the churches, frater¬ 
nal organizations, community 
clubs and other purely indigen¬ 
ous American groups, to report 
on their activities. Traitors, as 
she called them, may be found 
not only in Communist organi¬ 
zations, but in Socialist, ‘leftist 
and other groups. 

Lawyers and school teachers, 
she said, are lured into the 
Communist Party. "Members 
are not all poor rilf-raff," she 
said at another time. "Intellect¬ 
uals, the strong, the wealthy arc 
communists.” 

She said the Communist Party 
uses Negroes to achieve its 
ends, employing certain mem¬ 
bers of the race to act as Judas i 
goats to lead the people. 

The speaker told of her own 
revolt against communism, and 
of going to the FBI office to 
expose Communist activities in 
Cleveland with which she had 
been associated. She was sur-
